A  spécial  subvention  was  grantcd  tu  Mcssis  .Stoumuu  and 
Caiabresi,  the  Directors  of  tho  Monnaie,  during  tlio  extra 
season  of  last  sumnier  for  tlic  production  of  four  opéras  by 
native  coinposors.  ïhree  of  thèse,  Richard  Gaeur  de  Lion  by 
Grétry,  Gille  Ravisseur  by  Grisai-,  and  Les  Monténégrins  by 
Limnander,  were  produced  with  great  success  ;  but  circum- 
stances  have  retarded  until  now  the  revival  of  Quentin  Dur- 
ïoard  by  Gevacrt,  which  complotes  the  séries.  It  may  be 
mentioncd,  iu  passing,  that  four  streets  of  Brussels  are  named 
after  thèse  four  composais,  the  two  last-namcd  of  whom  are 
still  living  ;  and,  as  the  Bruxellois  arc  nob  in  tho  habit  of 
cbaugiug  tho  naines  of  their  streets  overy  fow  minutes,  as  tho 
Parisians  were  aoeused  of  doiug  in  the  last  re/vut  ol  tlic  Atlienée 
Comique,  thero  is  eveiy  reason  to  believe  that  tlieir  memory 
will  rem  un  familial-  in  sur  meuths  as  houschoM  words.1  is 
vvell  as  being  perpetuated  by  their  compositions.  The  interest 
attaching  to  the  revival  of  Quentin  Ditrwnrd,  the  principal 
opéra  of  Gevaert,  is  heightened  by  the  faet  that  lie  is  now  the 
esteetned  licad  of  tho  Conservatoire,  while  nothing  bas  beén 
lost  by  the  additional  tiuie  aft'oided  for  rehearsals  and  a  careful 
■mise  èn  scène. 

François  Auguste  Gevaert  was  boni  ou  31st  July,  1828,  at 
Huysse,  ucar  Ghent,  to  the  Conservatoire  of  which  town  lie 
was  in  due  course  admitted.  Ho  took  the  fîrst  prize  in  the 
Concours  de  Home,  in  1817,  on  which  occasion  M.  Lemmens 
was  second.  Hc  travelled  iu  Fiance,  Italy,  Gerinaiiy,  Spain, 
and  Portugal,  and  presented  a,  Report  on  Spanish  Music  to  the 
Brussels  Conservatoire  in  1851,  when  lie  was  decorated  by 
Queen  Isabella.  He  reinaincd  iu  Paris  during  the  vvliole  of 
the  .Second  Empire,  and  coniposcd  seven  opéras,  which  were 
produced  either  at  the  old  Théâtre  Lyrique  or  at  the  Opéra 
Comique.  The  following  is  tho  order  of  their  production  : — 
OeorijcUc  (one  act),  Le  Billet  de  Marguerite  (three  acts), 
Les  Vendièrcs  de  Santarem.  (three  aets),  Quentin  Durward 
(three  acts),  Le  Diable  au  Moulin  (one  act),  Le  Château 
Tempête  (three  acts),  and  Le  Capitaine  Henriot  (three  acts). 
In  1871,  on  the  érection  of  the  statue  to  Jaques  van 
Arteveldc  at  Ghent,  lie  coinposed  a  cantata  for  the  inaugural 
ceremony  ;  and  tho  performance  of  this  work  forinod  the  prin- 
cipal feature  iu  tue  musical  festival  of  last  summer.  Ou  the 
death  of  Fétis  in  1871,  Gevaert  was  named  Director  of  the 
Brussels  Conservatoire,  which  lie  has  continued  to  manago  with 
great  advantage  to  that  institution.  An  important  work  froui 
his  peu,  on  the  theory  and  history  of  the  music  of  antiquity, 
is  on  the  point  of  being  published.  His  works  are  original,  and 
évince  considérable  talent.  His  mélodies  arc  full  of  life  and 
movemeut,  his  thèmes  are  rich  and  varied,  and  his  orchestra- 
tion animated.  A  skilful  harmonist,  lie  is  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  ail  the  resources  of  his  art,  and,  although  tho  work  now 
uiuler  notice  was  wi  itten  under  the  influence  of  old  traditions, 
Gevaert  has  proved  himself  a  worthy  représentative  of  the 
modoru  school  of  music. 

Quentin  Durward  was  origiually  produced  at  the  Opéra 
Comique,  Paris,  on  25th  Mardi,  1858,  with  Jourdan  iu  tho 
tiile-role,  and  Faurc  as  the  Comte  de  Crèvocieur,  when  it  was 
performed  a  hundred  nights,  a  long  run  in  thosc  days.  It  was 
prescuted  the  following  year  at  the  Monnaie,  Brussels,  and 
revived  in  1862,  sinec  which  time  it  has  not  been  heard.  Tho 
présent  revival  is  a  far  more  important  one,  both  as  regards 
the  interprétation  and  the  mounting,  bcsidos  having  the  advan- 
tage of  the  composcr's  personal  superintendenec.  Ontlietirst  night 
of  performance,  15th  instant,  ail  the  numbered  places  hadbeon 
booked,  and  at  Icast  as  macy  persons  were  turned  from  the 
doors  as  found  admittance  within  the  walls.  The  libretto,  by 
Cormon  and  Michel  Carré,  cnibraccs  the  main  incidents  in  Sir 
Waltcr  Scott's  novel,  which  has,  probably,  found  more  favour 
ou  the  Continent  than  any  other  of  his  works,  on  account  of 
the  local  colouring  and  its  being  fouudcd  on  wcll  known  inci- 
dents of  French  history.  Enough  is  shown  of  Louis  the 
Eleventh  to  convey  a  good  idea  of  his  eraft,  hypocrisy,  and 
cruclty,  while  in  the  person  of  (Quentin  Durward  wc  bave  the 
chivalrous  youug  Scottish  kuight  who  holds  lus  life  cheap  iu  the 
defenec  and  service  of  a  fair  lady. 

The  scène  of  the  flrst  act  représenta  the  village  of  Plessis- 
Ics-Tours,  with  the  King's  moated  castle  in  the  distance. 
After  a  picturesque  chorus  of  Bohemians,  Rispah  (Madame 
Lonati)  and  the  Maugrabin  (M.  Lefèvre)  give  an  idea  of  the 
Satauic  eharacter  of  Tristan  the  hennit,  the  King's  créature, 
whose  «pies  they  are.  Tristan  (M.  Lonati)  then  appears,  and 
questions  Landry  (M.  Masson)  as  to  the  two  prifloners  in  the 
pavilion,  Isabelle  de  Croye  and  tho  Couutcss  Hamclino 
Pavillon,  a  rope  maker  of  Liège  (M.  Chappuis),  charged  with 
a  secret  muïicn  tn  th;  Rn:^:  and  te  mf'irm  him  that  the  uti'î;.us 
arc  rcady  to  revoit  in  his  favour agaiust  the  Duke  of  Burgundy, 
appears  at  tho  doO(  of  the  inn,  and  is  willingly  shown  the 
way  to  the  castlo  by  Tristan.  Quentin  Dm  ward  (M.  Kodiei) 
now  ente»,  and  sings  a  chaiming  air,  "Me  voici,  giàcc  à 
Dieu."  Hc  thon  reposes  at  the  entrance  to  the  pavilion,  and 
a  voicc  within,  that  of  Isabelle,  accotnpaniod  by  a  lute,  lulls  him 

to  sleep.  TheKing  (M.  Soulacroix),  leasing  on  fchearraof  Tristan, 
approachos,  and  ])crccivos  him.  A  dramatio  trio,  "  Chien  dis- 
courtois," follows,  after  which  the  King  invites  Quentin  to  sharc 
his  repast,  when,  without  revealiug  himself,  hc  questions 
th«  young  knight.  Quentin  relates  in  a  romanco  hovv 
he  had  rescued  two  ladics,  the  younger  of  whom 
bas  given  him  her  rosary,  when  the  lady  nerseu  (impersènated 
by  Madame  H.  l'orman)  appcais  as  Landry 's  nicce,  tho  rcally 
Isabelle  de  Croye.  In  tho  duet  which  follows  it  is  evi- 
dent  that  cach  ono's  image  is  ongraven  on  tho  other's  heart  ; 
but  the  King  gives  a  les  ion,  which  ho  enjoins  Isabelle  to  heed, 
Inaspirited  diinking  song  with  tho  refrain  "Vive  ion  viu 

d'Auxorre,"  which  was  loudly  encored.    Isabelle  is  sent  bstsk 


iuto  the  pavilion,  and  Qucntiu  départs  to  seck  his  uncle,  Lcsly 
le  Balafré  (M.  Dauphin),  who  is  in  tho  King's  .Scottish  guard. 
The  King  shows  Tristan  a  dispatcb  from  William  de  Lamarck, 
eallcd  from  his  savagery  the  Wild  Boar  of  the  Ardennes,  oifer- 
ing  his  homage  and  alliance,  offensive  and  défensive,  agaiust 
Charles  the  Bold,  Duke  of  Burgundy,  in  return  for  the  hand 
of  Isabelle  de  Croye  and  her  possessions  ;  and  the  two 
worthios  départ  for  the  castle.  The  Maugrabin,  who  bas 
been  the  bearer  of  this  dispatch,  shows  Rispah  tho 
purse  of  money  he  has  reccived  from  Tristan  for  bis  services, 
ami  he  clinks  the  ducats  to  the  pretty  duet  ".Sonne,  nonne." 
Pavillon  returns  from  his  walk  to  the  Castle,  territied  by  the 
sightof  a  row  of  hanged  men,  and  thinks  lie  will  give  up  his 
diplomatie  mission  ;  but  Tristan  walks  him  ofi  with  the  aid  of 
his  two  myrmidons,  Now  cornes  the  highly  effective  finale  of 
the  Grst  act,  which  made  the  chief  impression  of  the  evening. 
A  danced  chorus  of  Bohemians,  with  the  measurc  maiked  by 
tambourines,  is  brokeu  in  upon  by  tho  spirited  inarch  of  the 
Scottish  Archers,  with  bagpipes,  forming  a  complote  coutrast. 
Lesly  présents  his  nephew  to  the  archers,  who  drink  to  his 
hcalth  in  the  following  chorus,  which  is  one  of  the  geins  of  the 
opéra  : — 

Au  souvenir  de  la  patrie  ! 

Aux  verts  coteaux,  aux  douces  lois, 

De  l'antique  Calédonic, 

Buvons,  amis,  le  vin  gaulois  ! 
Tristan  now  couducts  Isabelle  and  tho  C'ountess  Hamolinc, 
closely  veiled,  from  the  pavilion  to  the  castle,  where  the 
marriage  of  the  King's  daughter  is  to  take  place.  On  lier  way, 
however,  Isabelle  recognises  Quentin,  and,  in  a  touching  aside, 
begs  him  to  forget  lier.  "  Never  !"  cries  Quentin,  and  tells 
the  archer  that  lie  accepta  their  offer  to  be  one  of  them,  so  as 
to  bo  near  and  protect  her.  The  gênerai  ensemble  that  brings 
dowu  the  drop  was  irrésistible,  and  cries  of  bis  came  from  ail 
parts  of  the  house. 

Tho  second  act  passes  iu  the  grand  hall  of  the  Castle  of 
Plessis.  Isabelle  sings  a  recitative,  followed  by  a  simple  air, 
"Le  ciel  même  semble  sourire,"  latcly  arrauged  by  Gevaert, 
in  place  of  the  florid  music  he  was  obliged  to  compose  for  the 
original  représentative  of  the  part,  a  change  which  found  great 
favour  with  the  audience.  Isabelle  is  now  joined  by  her  aunt, 
the  elderly  but  coquettish  Countcss  of  Hameline  (Madame 
Ismael).  They  are  both  dressed  as  becomes  their  station, 
and  have  been  permitted  to  résume  their  titles  ;  but  they 
complain  of  having  no  attendants,  wheu  Rispah  présents 
herself,  having  been  enjoined  to  keep  a  watch  upon  their 
actions.  The  Countess  déplores  the  extinction  of  chivalry, 
aud  gives  an  alinost  surgeon 's  list  of  casulties  which  occurred 
in  a  passage  of  alins  given  in  her  hoiiour.  The  Scottish 
archers  arrive  to  mouut  guard,  Quentin  and  Lesly  being 
among  their  uutuber.  The  latter  sings  of  his  ancestry 
from  King  Canute,  the  quintette  taking  up  the  refrain 
"  Ah  !  c'était  le  bean  temps  pour  les  héros,"  which 
had  unfortuuatcly  to  be  omitted  in  a  subséquent  repré- 
sentation, through  M.  Dauphin's  hoarseness.  Isabelle, 
who  lias  recoguished  Quentin,  reproaches  him  with  not  having 
obeyed  her  injunetions,  but  on  his  imploring  pardon  gives  him 
her  hand,  which  ho  kisses  fcrvently  ;  and  Rispah,  who  lias 
observed  this  little  épisode,  runs  off  to  tell  Tristan  that  they 
love  cach  other.  The  Court  then  entera,  and  Quentin  is  dis- 
mayed  to  sce  in  the  King  his  host  of  the  morning.  A  flourish 
of  trumpets  announces  the  arrivai  of  the  Comte  de  Crèvecceur 
(M.  Devoyod)  as  envoyé  to  the  King  from  Duke  Charles  of  Bur- 
gundy, and.  gives  lise  to  the  quartette  "  Quel  funeste  présage," 
Crèvecceur  euters,  and  demanda  iu  martial  accents,  on  behalf  of 
his  master,  tho  chastisemeut  of  the  Wild  Boar  of  the  Aidenues, 
who  calls  himself  the  King's  ally,  and  fiually  the  restitu- 
tion of  Isabelle  to  her  lawful  suzerain  and  guardian. 
While  lie  presses  for  a  rcply  the  organ  is  heard  in  the 
chapel,  where  the  bridai  ceremony  is  about  to  commence  ; 
and  the  King,  making  this  an  excuse,  begs  Crèvecceur  to 
romain  for  the  day,  and  receive  his  reply  on  the  morrow.  The 
Court  retires,  and  the  Count  reftects  on  the  hypocrisy  of  the 
old  fox.  He  then  sings  a  romance,  which  was  loudly 
applauded,  in  praise  of  Isabelle,  whom  he  loves.  The  boasting 
Pavillon  now  appears,  and  betrays  his  mission,  which  is 
adverse  to  the  Duke  of  Burgundy.  Tristan  says  the  King  is 
rcady  to  graut  faim  an  audience,  and  pushes  him  through  a 
secret  door.  Rispah  announces  that  Isabelle  bas  written  to 
Crèvecceur,  and  the  two  now  enter  as  the  others  disappear.  I 
Isabelle  asks  him  to  be  a  brother  to  lier,  and  protect  her  ;  but 
lie  tells  lier  that  he  will  be  more  than  a  brother,  for  lie  loves 
lier.  The  duet  Snishes  by  Crèveeieur  swearing  to  find  out  who 
is  his  rival,  and  Isabelle  declaring  she  will  finish  her  days  in  a  i 
couvent,  he  rushes  out,  while  she  siuks  weeping  on  to  a  chair. 
The  King,  who  with  Tristan  has  overheard  this  resolution, 
says  that  neither  alternative  would  suit  his  purposc,  as  hc 
destines  lier  for  William  de  Lamarck,  and  fends  Tristan  for 
Quentin,  to  whom  he  coniides  tho  charge  of  conductiug  the 
ladics  to  Liège.  After  a  pretty  chorus,  "  Heureuse  journée," 
Quentin  sings  the  ballad  "À  travers  la  nuit"  (reudered 
by  M.  Rodicr  with  great  cfïcct),  in  wbich  he  recounts 
tiie  death  of  a  page  in  defenco  of  his  Queen,  making  a 
visiblo  impression  on  Isabelle.  Crèvecceur,  in  full  armour, 
now  appears,  attended  by  his  suite,  and  demanda  that  Isabelle 
shall  aecompany  him  on  the  instant.  Tlic  King  says  she  is 
mistress  of  her  destinies,  aud  begs  her  to  rcply,  when  she 
throws  hei self  at  his  feet,  imploring  his  protection.    On  tins 

Crèv  ur  throws  down  his  gauntletin  token  of  a  challenge 

l'i  oui  Charles  the  Bold  to  Louis  of  Franco,  and  it  is  taken  up 
by  the  gallant  young  Quentin.  The  parties  range  themselves  ; 
and  batele  is  about  to  ensile,  when  tho  wily  monarch,  who  pre- 
fers  arbitration  to  free  righting,  interposes,  aud  says  that  if  it 

should  fcurn  ont  that  M  1  must  be  shed,  Franco  will  take  tho 

lield.  This  highly  effective  Jinalc,  both  from  a  dramatic  and  a 
rnusioal  point  of  view,  was  rendered  with  perfoet  exécution  ; 


and  the  applauso  was  so  enfhusïastic  that  the  composer  was 
eonstraiucd  to  appear  upon  the  stage  and  bow  Lis  acknow- 
ledgmcnts. 

The  third  act  begins  in  a  delapidatcd  bain  in  the  neTiglibour- 
hood  of  Liège,  where  the  soldiers  of  the  Duke  of  Burgundy 
are  diaeovcrcd,  Their  merry  drinkiug  chorus  ia  interrupted  by 
Crèvecœur,  who  aings  bis  air  "Amour,  Amour,  ne  trouble 
pas  mon  âme,"  and  thon  gives  orders  to  the  troops  to  prépare 
their  arms  for  the  morrow's  strife.  Lealy  now  enters  to  reçoive 
the  orders  of  Crèvecœur,  as  commander  of  tlie  vanguard, 
because  Lewis,  instead  of  acceptiug  the  Duke  of  Burgundy  s 
challenge,  had  proposed  au  alliance  against  their  common 
enemy,  William  de  Lamarck.  Lealy  recounts  the  mysterious 
disappearance  of  Isabelle  and  Quentin,  wnich  rousea 
Crcvccœur's  ire,  and  hc  talksof  soon  sending  the  young  knight 
to  rejoin  his  noble  aucestors.  "  Unless,"  retorts  Lesly,  "I 
first  cause  you  to  be  numbered  with  your  illustrious  prédé- 
cesseurs." Thcy  are  about  to  fight  when  the  consequential 
Pavillon,  the  Maugrabin  and  Rispah  arc  brought  in  by  the 
soldiers,  and  the  channiug  "  Il  ment,  il  ment,"  another  of  the 
gems  of  this  work,  follows.  Rispah  is  allowed  to  départ,  and 
Crcvecœur  exits  with  the  soldiers.  Pavillon  now  offers  to  make 
a  rich  man  of  the  Maugrabin  if  he  will  aid  his  escape,  when 
Rispah  brings  a  boat  under  the  window.  The  Maugrabin  leaps 
into  it,  but  Pavillon  is  afraid  of  the  distance,  and  takes  refuge 
in  acellar.  Quentin  no  wappears  wounded,  and  holding  h  isbroken 
sword  in  his  hand.  He  supports  Isabelle  in  a  half-fainting  condi- 
tion, and  a  tender  duet  ensucs  between  the  lovers.  Crèvecœur 
enters,  and  consigna  Quentin  as  piïsoner  to  his  soldiers  ;  he 
would  rcsist  to  the  last,  but  Isabelle  orders  him  to  submit. 
Shc  tells  Crèvecœur  that  it  was  the  King  who  iutrusted  her 
to  Quentin,  and  in  dramatic  couplets  pleads  for  her  lover's 
'  life.  He  tells  au  officcr  to  take  her  to  a  neighbouring  conveut 
and  then  to  infonn  the  Duke,  who  shall  décide  her  fate.  He 
alao  makes  a  last  effort  to  gain  her  favour,  but  without 
succesa.  Pavillon  is  then  surpriscd  by  Crèvecœur  while 
escaping  from  the  ccllar,  and  continus  Isabelle's  statemeut  that 
the  King  had  confided  her  to  Qucntin'scare.  Crèvecœur  reflects 
that  it  is  not  by  violence  he  is  likely  to  wiu  Isahclle's  heart, 
and  orders  Quentin'»  relcase,  who  now  appears.  A  dramatic 
passage  now  occurs  between  the  two,  and  an  imminent  duel 
is  prevented  by  Lealy,  who  brings  the  news  that  the  King  and 
Duke  have  agrecd  that  Isabelle's  hand  shall  be  bestowed  ou 
whoever  shall  rid  the  world  of  their  couimoa  enenay,  the  Wild 
Boar  of  the  Ardeunes.  In  a  trio  that  was  rapturously  encored, 
the  three  swear  to  be  loyal  to  eacu  other,  and  thcy  départ  for 
the  combat.  The  scène  then  changes  to  the  town  of  Liège,  aa 
seen  from  the  old  Hocheportc,  with  the  Meuse  in  the  back- 
ground.  French  and  Burgundiau  soldiers  arrive  from  ail 
sides,  and  forai  a  tableau,  with  the  King,  Isabelle,  and  the 
Countess  Hainelin.  After  a  short  chorus  of  victory,  Crèvecœur, 
Quentin  and  Lesly  appear  with  the  arms  of  William  de 
Laruarck,  whosc  death  the  former  announees  ;  and  the  chorus 
takes  up  the  cry.  The  King  says  that  to  Crèvecœur  belongs 
the  hand  of  Isabelle  ;  but  lie  indicates  Quentin  as  the  real 
victor.    He  throws  himself  at  Isabelle'»  feet,  who  says  :— 

A  vous  rua  main,  Quentin,  il  vous  mon  cœur  ! 
The  chorus  of  victory  is  resumed,  while  Charles  the  Bold 
appears,  and  is  met  by  the  King,  and  the  curtain  falls  on  the 
picture. 

Madame  Huyghe-Boaman,  tirât  prize  at  the  Conservatoire 
last  year,  saug  correctly  and  with  taste,  but  has  much  yet  to 
lcarn  as  an  actress.  M.  Rodier  wàs  chivalrous  as  the 
Knight,  and  with  his  rich  voice  did  ample  justice  to  the  music 
of  his  part.  The  voice  of  M.  Soulacroix  sounded  rather  young 
for  the  King,  but  the  part  was  a  thorough  study  even  to  the 
mcasured  tread  and  hypocritical  posé  of  the  figure.  M. 
Devoyod  was  less  stagey  than  usual,  and  played  Crèvecœur 
admirably,  singiug  the  inusicasif  it  had  been  written  expressly 
for  him.  M.  Dauphin  had  a  gallant  bearing  aa  the  old  soldier 
Lesly  ;  and  M.  Lonati  was  aufficiently  sinister  as  Tristan.  M. 
Chappuis,  a  native  of  Liège,  gave  a  humorous  reudering  of  the 
rope-maker,  Pavillon  ;  and  M.  Lcfèvrc  wa3  active  and 
cunning  as  the  Maugrabin.  Madame  Lonati  sang  and 
acted  wcll  as  Rispah,  and  Madame  Ismacl  înade  an  amusing 
Countess  Haineline.  What  is  ehiefly  noticcablc  about 
the  opéra  is  that  the  most  trivial  portiona  are  interest- 
ing  through  their  ingenious  détails  ;  and  each  air  is  in 
perfect  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  the  scène  and  with  the  words. 
The  dialogue  is  rather  old-fashioued,  as  befits  the  subject  ;  and 
there  is  also  a  groat  deal  of  it,  which,  with  the  long  enlr 'actes 
required  by  the  elaborate  sets,  spins  the  work  ont  to  over  four 
houra.  Still,  the  attontiou  is  alway3  kopt  alive  ;  and  the  eye  is 
ebarmed,  as  well  as  the  ear,  for  the  three  principal  scènes  are 
works  of  the  highest  art,  due  to  MM.  Devis,  Fontaine, 
and  Lynen,  while  the  costumes  are  new,  rich,  and  appropriate. 
Indecd,  no  détail  is  wanting  to  make  this  the  most  complète 
production  at  the  Monnaie  witbin  the  memory  of  the  oldest 
habitué.  The  orchestra,  under  M.  Joseph  Dupont,  is  simply 
perfect  ;  and  the  chorus  has  been  considcrably  strengthened 
by  the  beat  voices  from  one  of  the  Choral  Societies  of  Brus- 
sels.  Capital  as  is  the  reudering  of  the  parts  individually, 
the  perfect  ensemble,  due  to  carcful  rehearaals  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  composer,  ia  most  striking  ;  and  the  présent  revival 
cannot  fail  to  prove  histoi-'cal  in  the  annals  of  the  Brussels 
Opéra.

Tme  earlier  closing  of  the' Exhibition  doors,  corabined  with 
he  cold  and  wet  weather,  is  brin<.;ing  large  audiences  to  the 
fheatres  nnd  other  places  of  entertainment.  A  fresh  one 
bems  to  open  or  reopen  non ly  every  week  ;  so  that  the  number 
If  attractions  now  available  iu  tins  petit  Paria  are  di»proporr 
iionate  to  its  size.  A  long  queue  is  formed  nightly  nèar  the 
Saleries  St.  Hubert  by  patient  visitors  to  La  Fille  du  Tambour 
Major,  which  lias  the  effect  of  deforring  the  production  of  Le 
Petit  Faust.  ' 
\  The  Etoile  Bel/e,  one  of  the  earliest  and  be<t  înformed  of 
îiussels  journals,  has  just  attachcd  to  its  staff,  as  dramatic 
iritic,  M.  Henri  Adolphe  Leclercq,  the  author  of  several  suc- 
lessful  pièces.  His  first  work,  a  one-act  comedy,  Le  Thé  de  la 
Comtesse,  was  predueed  at  the  Théâtre  Royal  du  Parc  on  Gth 
IpriL  1876.  La  Devise  du  Grand  l'ère,  drama,  in  one  act,  was 
fat  played  at  the  Théâtre  Royal,  Liège,  and  Un  Gendre  tn 
kufjture  de  Ban  at  the  Molière,  both  in  1877.  At  the  begin- 
ling  of  the  présent  year  his  farce  Entre  Deux  Trains  was 
)layed  twenty-tive  nights,  runningat  the  Parc  and  at  the  sarne 
Lt  the  Molière.  M.  Leclercq  is  now  at  work  on  a  little  pièce 
for  Paris  and  a  four-act  comedy  for  one  of  the  Brussels 
Théâtres. 

Théâtre  Royal  de  la  Monnaie.— The  production  of 
Quentin  Durioard,  by  3evaert,  is  delayed,  owing  to  the  corn- 
poser  bemg  too  much  engaged  for  the  moment  to  guperintend 
the  last  rehearsals  ;  meanwhile  Aida  and  Piccolino  ave  in 
préparation,  and  two  novelties  have  been  presented.  BtyU  de 
Ifoel  is  a  new  ballet,  or  rather  divertissement,  in  one  act  and 
Ithree  tableaux,  composed  by  M.  Stoumon,  one  of  the  Directors 
of  the  Monnaie,  and  arranged  by  M.  Poigny.  An  old  fidiller  is 
in  despair  at  not  being  able  to  obtain  the  wherewithal  to  make 
merry  on  Christmas  Eve,  and,  while  his  wife  goes  out  on  a 
foraging  expédition,  is  transported  to  the  land  of  dreams. 
Harlequin  conveys  him  to  a  kind  of  fairylandf,  where  ia  a 
splendid  Christmas  tree,  and  ho  is  irresistibly  led  by  a  band  of 
inymphs  to  take  part  in  the  mazy  d;iucc.  The  partner  of  his 
joys  and  sorrows,  however,  in  returning  with  a  few  humble 
provisions,  awakcns  him  from  his  grand  dream  to  a  very 
humble  reafity.  The  music  includes  a  pretty  waltz  and 
vio'in  solo,  and  is  effective,  with  elaborate  orchestration. 
The  interprétation  by  Madame  Gedda  aud  the  corj/s  de  ballet, 
in  new  costumes,  leaves  nothing  to  be  desirod,  and  the  nomes 
of  composer  and  arranger  were  announced  amidmuch  applause.

The  Weimai  corre- 
spondent ofthe  Berlin  Borseh-Courier  cha- 
racterizes  the  opéra  as  "  pleasing  and  interesfr- 
ing,"  and  says  that  it  has  greater  claims  to  at- 
tention than  the  "  Trutnpeters  "  and  "  Rat- 
Catchers"  so  irritating  to.thenerves  o£  the
